New^llllls’s  estimated  population  of  8,650  is  the  largest  for 

year s *  There  were  increases  in  the  birth-rate  a,nd  death* 
ate,  the  former  o.t  19*88  being  the  highest  since  1947*  Both  the 
till  birth/  o.nd  Infertile  mortality  rates  wore  belovj  the  national 
Tho  tlirce  Infonts  who  died  wore  all  under  1  week  of  age* 


The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending  order  of  frequency?"  vjero 
diseases  of  the  heo.rt  and  circulation  with  60  cases,  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system  vjith  22  and  cancer  with  20*  The  three  groups 
accounted  for  72*34  per  cent  of  the  total  number*  The  average  age  at 
death  vjas  68*6  years  for  women  and  67*79  years  for  men*  69*23  por 
cent  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  6  5  years  and  over  age^-group  and  40*56 
per  cent  in  those  aged  75  or  more  years* 


L-Vo  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  complied  with  the 
new  construction  standards  contained  in  regulations  made  under  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and  continued  to  be  licensed  from  the 
’’appointed  day”  which  in  Now  Mills  was  1st  January,  1962*  The 
Slaughterhouse  operators  must  now  observe  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  and  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  vjhich  came  into  force  on  that  date* 
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In  order  to  meet  effectively  and  economioally  tlie  rising 
demand  for  water  In  England  and  Wales,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  a.nd 
Local  Governioent  in  1957  requested  small  water  undertakings  to 
rogrou]p  into  larger  units  capa/ole  of  carrying  out  a  sound  \;a.ter 
conservation  policy  and  of  ensuring  agednist  drought  in  dry  surneers* 
After  protracted  discussions  the  Hew  Mills  Oouncil,  together  with 
three  nolghboui-'ing  abater  undertakers,  decided  to  amalgamtito  a.nd  to 
establish  a  joint  board  to  bo  knov;n  as  the  Stockport  and  District 
Water  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  supply  of  water  and 
distributing  it  within  the  limits  of  supply  of  the  Board.  A 
successful  a.pplica.tion  was  ma.de  to  the  Ministry  for  Cin  order  under 
the  Wa.ter  Acts,  1945  a.nd  1948.  The  Y\;a.ter  Order  became  operative 
in  How  Mills  on  1st  April,  1962. 


The  Council  considered  the  report  published  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  a^nd  the  ]), ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  July,  1962^ 
on  the  results  of  a  five-year  osiperiment  to  determine  the  effects  of 
fluoridation  of  the  Y.’ator  supplies  on  the  incidence  of  dental  caries 
in  children.  In  view  of  the  remarkable  improvement  in  the  teeth  found 
after  f luor ida. tion,  the  Council  recommended  the  water  supply  a.uthority 
to  adopt  this  D-irnortant  preventive  health  mo  a  sure. 


The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  have  continued  their  valuable 
work  in  organising  and  operating  the  mobile  meals  service,  and  in 
spite  of  their  limited  v/omanpower  resources  have  expanded  the  scheme 
since  1st  May  by  including  physically  handicapped  and  blind  persons 
in  addition  to  homo-bound  old  people  living  alone.  The  meals  which 
are  nutritious,  v/e  11-coo kod,  and  appetising,  are  obtained  from  tv/o 
local  firms,  J.J.  Hadfiold,  Ltd.,  Birch  Vale,  and  C.P.A,  Ltd.,  Strines, 
and  are  delivered  tv;ice  a  week.  Out  of  a  total  of  3,343  dinners, 

3,166  were  received  by  old  people.  The  coiimiunity  is  greatly  indebted 
to  the  voluntary  workers  v/ho  so  cheerfully  give  their  time  to  this 
excellent  service,  and  to  the  two  firms  v;ho  kindly  supply

In  November  o.  chest  x-ray  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  district 
on  similar  lines  to  those  of  1953  o.nd  1958.  In  order  to  publicize 
the  visit  leciflots  wore  distributed  vjith  the  daily  newspapers, 
posters  displayed  in  the  clinic  and  public  buildings,  and  voluntary 
orgo-nisations  informed.  The  local  press  go.vc  their  full  support 
and  co-operation  throu^^hout  the  survey*  This  typo  of  radiography

expectant  mothers  for  whom  other  facilities  o.rc  avo^ilable.  The  Unit 
was  stationed. at  the  Methodist  Sunday  School,  NewtoYm,  and  the  Torr 
Top  Mission,  centres  easily  accessible  to  the  general  public,  and  also 
on  the  premises  of  ind.us trial  firms  for  the  convenience  of  their 
employees.  There  vjas  a  good  response  from  all  of  working  age.  The 
total  nmabor  x-rayed  was  3,998  compared  with  3,950  in  1958.  Dotaiils 
of  tbj3  findings  are  not  yet  avallo.ble  but  will  be  published  in  next 
year’s  o.nnual  report.  Ifess  Ra.diogrOuphy  has  proved  of  value,  not  only 
in  dotect5.ng  tuberculosis,  but  also  in  discovering  other  chest 
conditions  and  cardiac  abnormalities  o-t  a.  stage  v/hen  treatment  could 
be  of  .groat  benefit.

SECTION  A 


STATISTICS  OF  THE  AREA 


In  1894  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Nevj  Mills  succeeded 
the  Local  Board  or  Urban  Sanitary  Authorit^^  i.'vhich  had  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  District  since  1875«  Newtown,  formerly  In  the 
Rural  District  of  Dlsley  In  Choshlre,  was  added  in  1876 • 

New  Mills  is  situated  in  North-west  Derbyshire  its  Western 
border  forming  part  of  the  boundary  between  Derbyshire  and  Cheshire. 
The  town  has  many  and  varied  Interests  and  is  a  centre fbr  the  textile 
printing  trade.  Textile  engraving,  bleaching  and  dyeing  give  employ¬ 
ment  to  tvjo-fifths  of  the  population. 

Paper  making,  confectionery,  metal  vjorking,  stone-quarrying  and 
light  engineering  are  other  Industries  of  the  scattered  tovmshlp. 

The  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  has  very  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information  relating  to  the  employment  position  in  the  New 
Mills  Employment  Exchange  area. 

The  average  number  of  wholly  unemployed  during  1962  was  62 
(47  men  and  15  women),  the  highest  figure  boing  83  (63  men  and  20 
women)  in  November,  and  the  lowest  being  37  (30  men  and  7  vjomen) 
in  February. 

The  November  figures  included  20  disabled  persons  of  whom  18 
were  men  and  the  February  figure  5  (all  men). 

The  total  insured  population  in  June,  1961,  was  7,012  (June,  1962, 
figures  not  yet  received).

Area  comparability  factors  in  respect  of  births  and  deaths  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  are  1.06  and  0.96  respectively  for  1962.  Crude 
birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  these  factors  in  order  to  melee 
them  comparable  v^/ith  rates  for  other  areas.  The  adjustment  is  necessary 
because  of  the  difference  in  the  populations  as  regards  the  proportion 
of  the  sex  and  age  group  components.  Factors  are  based  on  1951  census 
figures •

Since  1956  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  ho.ve  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  make  allowance  for  the  higher  death  rate  in 
the  institutional  section  of  the  population  and  in  1958  the  birth  rate 
area  comparability  factor  vjas  similarly  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  sterile  population  in  institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or 
mentally  deficient. 


From  1st  January,  1958,  the  Registrar  General  has  made  further 
modifications  in  the  procedure  for  the  transfer  of  deaths  occurring  in 
institutions.  According  to  the  new  system  of  allocation,  a  death  in  a 
chronic  sick  or  mental  hospital  has  been  assigned  to  the  area  of  occur 
rencG  only  if  the  deceased  had  been  there  for  6  months  or  more.  If  the 
deceased  had  been  there  less  than  6  months  the  death  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  area  of  usual  residence,  if  any.

Under  this  section,  as  from  July  5th,  1948,  the  Council  became  i 
responsible  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  any  person  dying  in  the 
district  where  no  suitable  arrangements  ^vould  otherwise  be  made.

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SECTION  P  -  PREVALSNGS  AND  GONTROI-  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISSEISES 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  disease,  including 
tuberculosis,  notified  during  1962  was  57,  compared  v/ibh  155  in 
1961  and  11  in  19SO# 

DIHITNERI^i 

For  the  thirteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria 
v/as  notified  in  the  Urban  District  and  there  has  not  been  a  death 
from  the  disease  since  1937*  With  the  ever-increasing  inter¬ 
national  air  traffic  and  the  possibility  of  imported  infection, 
there  must  be  no  relaxation  of  efforts  to  mintain  the  high  level 
of  immunity  in  the  child  population. 

Diphtheria  irmriunisatlon  is  carried  out  by  a  medical  officer 
of  the  County  Health  Department  at  the  Clinic  and  schools,  and  by 
general  practitioners.  Triple  Antigen,  available  at  the  clinic 
since  January,  1962,  has  practically  replaced  the  antigens  of 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  given  singly.  The  number 
of  children  protected  agalnt  diphtheria  in  New  Hills  in  1962  was:- 

Primary  Immunisation  -  85 
Booster  injections  -  33 

A  total  of  forty-one  cases  was  notified,  the  majority  in 
November  and  December. 

A  live  measles  vaccine  has  been  prepared  and  gives  good  prote 
tion  but  will  require  modification  before  general  use  ov;ing  to  the 
severe  reactions  which  sometimes  follow  its  administration. 

scarlet  fever 

Scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  a  mild  disease  with  few  compile 
ations  and  is  difficult  to  distinguish  from  other  streptococcal 
conditions.  Six  infections  YJere  reported  during  the  first  ha.lf  of 
the  ye  sir. 

iWIOOPINCt  COTJCtH 


One  case  was  notified  compared  vjith  45  in  1961. 
POLIOILIELITIS 


Local  Health  Authority  arrangements  for  the  vaccination  of 
persons  under  forty  years  of  age  or  in  other  priority  groups 
continued  unchsinged.  Salk  vaccine  has  been  rarely  used  since  the 
popular  Sabin  oral  vaccine  v;as  introduced  in  March,  1962.  Fevjor 
vaccination  sessions  than  in  1961  vjere  held  at  the  clinic  as  many 
people  under  forty  years  had  already  been  protected. 
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A  toto.l  of  28  first,  31  soooncl^  46  third  and  138  fourth  doses 

was  given,  and  23  attendances  vjere  Liado  by  persons  of  15  years  and 
over#

DYSENTERY

PUERPERi'.L  FYREXI/i 


Puerperal  infection  is  now  defined  as  *^any  febrile  condition 
occurring  in  a  woman  in  whom  a  temperature  of  100. 4^F  or  more  has 
occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage*’ • 

There  v/ere  no  notifications. 

NON-NOTIFLiDLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Information  with  regard  to  non-iiotif iable  Infectious  disease 
is  obtained  from  the  death  returns,  and  from  head  teachers  who  are 
required  to  notify  absences  from  school  duo  to  any  infectious  disease. 

All  the  infections  reported  vjere  from  primuLry  schools  and  the 
total  of  thirteen  included  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  in  Ilfe.y  and 
twelve  cases  of  measles  in  November.

The  occurrence  of/widespread  epidemic,  such  as  influenza,  is 
confirmed  by  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and 

National  Insurance.  The  loc^.l  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  when  new  sickness 
benefit  claims  in  any  week  first  show  an  increase  of  30  per  cent  over 
those  for  the  preceding  week  or  reach  250  per  cent  of  -^he  average 
weekly  nmfoer  of  now  claims  for  the  preceding  eight  months  April  to 
November. 

There  vjas  a  considerable  rise  in  the  intake  of  nev/  claims  during 
the  week  ended  2nd  JanuTiry,  1962. 

infestations 

Childron  infested  with  head  lice  are  disinfested  by  means  of  a 
D.D.T.  preparation.  The  Incidence  of  infestation  found  during  clean¬ 
liness  surveys  increased  from  5.2^  in  1961  to  8.16^  in  1962.  The 
increase  was,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  lack  of  a  permanent  health  visitor 
in  the  district  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.

There  vms  one  death  to  report  from  tuberculosis  and  there  v/0.3  a 
decrease  in  prirna.ry  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  from  3 
in  1961  to  1  in  1962®  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  vi/ere  28  cases  on 
the  Tuberculosis  Register® 

Tubercul^^Si®  meningitis  in  a  boy  of  5  years  was  diagnosed  early 
in  January®  lie  made  a  very  good  recovery  but  the  source  of  his 
infection  could  not  be  traced  although  the  members  of  the  family  were 
inves tigs. ted*  Fourteen  school  conta^cts  \']ere  tuberculin-tested  and  all 
proved  to  be  hego.tive  reactors. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  a 
particular  occupation- of  the  area.
